tain. He not only runs a great risk-of 
being suddenly blown into the nether 
world, but he may take chances on a 
term of service in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary. Alexander Hamilton, who has 
been engaged in clearing away the old 
Gaylord mill wreck, was arraigned in 
mayor's court Wednesday afternoon, 
charged under the state law with the 
unlawful and illegitimate use of dyna- 
mite. It will be remembered that the 
dynamiting was stopped a few weeks 
ago by order of the mayor on complaint 
of people residing in the neighborhood 
of the mill. 
The dnyamiting ceased 


until Saturday night about 8 o'clock; 
when two heavy charges were put off 
in the mill. Judge Thompson and 
others then decided to prosecute Hamil- 
ton and he was arrested and locked up 
Saturday on a charge of making a 
noise. He gave bond and was released. 
His trial yesterday was on the state 
charge of using dynamite. Hamilton 
was ably represented by John S. Dodge 
and Harry Bannon, Judge Thompson 
was the prosecutor. The trial lasted 
over two hours and was quite interest- 
ing. 
A number of witnesses were 


called. Mrs. Capt. Williams, 
who 


lives opposite the old mill, stated that 
their house had been moved from its 
foundation by the force of the explosion 
and that much damage had been done. 
Hamilton denied putting off the two 
charges Saturday night and said he 
knew nothing about who did it. He 
has been engaged in using dynamite for 
over four years and did not consider it 
dangerous if used with care. 


Mayor Row considered the evidence 


strong enough to bind Hamilton over 
to'cornmon pleas court under bond of 
$5*00. Considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced in getting a bondsman, Mr. 
York being out of the city and Hamil- 
ton being a stranger. 
At last Colonel 


Floyd L. Smith was found and con- 
sented to go on the bond. 


The charge against Hamilton is a 


serious one, and if it can be sustained 
in common pleas court, will send the 
dynamiter to the penitentiary for a 
period of less than five years,

may want. From state house to poor 
house all over the state there seems to 
bo a preponderance of neglect and rot- 
tenness. Verily, the g. o. p. of Ohio is 
not making much of a record for itself 
in any department of the state's affairs. 


The KopubUoau party has boon de- 


claring that the Democratic party is 
dead, for many years, and the Demo- 
cratic party has been making faces at 
thog.o. p. and giving it a trouncing 
every onee or twice iii a while, in spite 
of declared demise.

And mules on velocipedes ride: 


When foxes lay eggs in the sand. 


And women in" dress take no pride: 


When Dutchmen no longer drink beer, 


And girls get to preaching on time; 


When Billy-scats butt from" the rear. 


And treason no longer is crime: 


When humming-birds bray like an ass, 


And litnburger smells like cologne; 


When plowshares are made ont of glass. 


And our Duckworth boys'he&rts are stone. 


When ideas grow in a Populist's head, 


And wool on a hydraulic ram; 


Then the Democratic party will be dead, 


And this country not worth a d—n. 


The argument that the governor of 


Ohio should have the veto power is at 
this moment specially strong. 
There 


are several measures pending in the 
General Assembly—notably the water- 
works and street railroad extension 
bills—which ought to receive the at- 
tention of some man with wisdom, 
courage and a regard for his reputation. 
There arc none tec many safeguards 
about legislation. The existence of two 
branches of the legislature is a wise 
provision.

As many

good thing if we could have him stand- 
ing ahead of them.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 


The veto power of the governor 


would be a good thing if the governor 
was any better than the legislature 
but if he is cut from the same cloth 
and a part of the same garment, there 
is bnt little likelihood that he would 
interfere with anything that the ' 'boys'' 
decided to do, particularly if that thing 
furthered the schemes of- the "bosses." 
Governor Bushnell professed to be a 
friend of McKinley, and with profes- 
sions of friendship on his lips, ne 
caressed him 
with one hand and 


stabbed him with the other. If- Gov- 
ernor Bushnell has proved false to his 
friends he is not to be trusted by the 
people. 
The veto power in his hands 


would not be any benefit to the people. 


There is no use of denying the fact 


for it is a fact, that there is a lack of 
adroitness and a preponderance of ennui 
or indifference in the army of Demo- 
cratic journalists, that, to say the least, 
is deplorable, and that to a great ex- 
tent accounts for the fact that the Mc- 
Kiuley tariff idea is even tolerated. 
There are hundreds of 
Democratic 


papers in the United States that are 
entirely minus any expressions on the 
leading topics of the day—that, 
in 


short, come out day after day without 
a lino of editorial on any subject. 
They take no part in instructing the" 
people in the effect of legislation and 
make no effort to refute the falsehoods 
concerning this same legislation, that 
are uttered every day in Republican 
journals. 
They allow the people to 


be duped and deceived, year in, year 
out, without even entering a protest, 
and then when the Democratic party is 
unmercifully snowed under, they give 
the returns in a few dolefvil paragraphs 
and relapse into their trance of in- 
difference.

lize that if they had published the facts 
and made » proper effort to get them 
before the people, the result would 
have boon entirely different.

ever expect or hope to gain and main- 
tain supremacy so long as such crimi- 
nal indifference is shown on the part 
of those whose duty it is to instruct the 
people? There is no excuse for this be 
cause if they are unable to wield a pen

THE COMETS. 


Ones That Have Come Close to Our 


Sphere. 


From all that is known of Perrin's 


comet, it does not seem, says the New 
York Sun, to be one of the largest of its 
kind. A very brilliant comet appeared 
in 1769 with a tail 40,000,000 miles in 
length, and passed within 
2,000,000 


miles of the earth with out hurting any- 
one. 


The comet of 1811 was computed by 


Herschel to be 
100,000,000 miles in 


length and 15,000,000 in breadth. Itre- 
raained visible to the naked eye for sev- 
eral months. 


Biela's comet, which many persons 


feared would strike the earth, first ap- 
peared in 1526; it came back twice aft- 
erward, and then vanished. 


Donati's comet, with a tail 40,000,000 


miles long, was first seen in 185S, when 
it was 228,000,000 miles from the earth. 
It nearly ran into Venus, but did not. 


The great comet of 1861'traveled at 


the rate of 10,000,000 miles every 24 
hours and many persons thought that 
its tail came in contact with the earth 
June 30 of that year, there being on that 
day "a phosphorescent auroral glare." 


Much of the knowledge of the compo- 


sition of comets is due to the late Prof. 
Henry Draper, who was very successful 
in making photographs of several of 
them. 


ANCIENT 
MANUSCRIPTS. 


Aitor Llbrmrjr Hai 8200,000 TVortb of 


Them—Gem of the Collection. 


There are 5200,000 worth of ancient 


manuscripts in the Astor library, but 
the oldest of these, says the Xew York 
World, is the EvangelLsterium, which 
is said to have been expressly executed 
for Charles the Bald, the grandson of 
Charlemagne, He was a patron of the 
fine arts, and was especially fond of 
embellished manuscripts. This rare 
and precious manuscript is written on 
fine vellum and is an oblong quarto of 
400 pages. The first four pages have 
splendid full-length miniatures of the 
four evangelists, profusely illuminated 
with liquid gold and emerald green, 
shaded with red and white on an em 
purpled ground, the pictures covering 
the entire page. 


This superb manuscript was secured 


som,e 15 years ago by the late Mr. As- 
tor, from the famous London biblio- 
phile, Bernard Quartrich, who cata- 
logued it in 1SSO at $5,000. There are 
more costly manuscripts in the Astor 
library—f or instance, the Antiphonaire 
of Charles X., for which I am assured 
the late J. J. Astor paid $10,000. But 
this old manuscript of Charles the 
Bald has, as an antique, no rival.

Union, Adresses Waee Workers 


Advantages to Labor or Being Oraanized- 


Objectoftiie Stooe Makers Union. 


An Oganiiatlon One Yuar Old Today With 


Membership of 30,000-TJnlform Fair 


Wage* Agitated-Bur Shoe* With 


the Union Stamp—Senilble Talk. 


Over five hundred of the shoe and 


other interested \vage workers listened 
to the talk of John F. Tobin at the 
opera house Tuesday evening. .Mr. 
Tobin is the .general president of the 
Boot and Shoo Workers' Union of the 
United States, an organi station just one 
year old today. 
Mr. Tobin is a ready 


talker and for over an hour held his 
audience attentively listening to his 
able plea for the organization of the 
labor interests. It was a'very sensible 
talk, full of good ideas and suggestions 
for all wage workers. 
The speaker 


was introduced by Ed. K. Woodrow, 
who made a very neat little speech 
which called forth much applause. 


Mr. Tobiu stated that his object 


was to speak of trade unions and their 
beneficial effects. 
Lawyers and other 


professions have their protection and 


1 organization, why not the laboring 


man? All over the country the trade 
unions were showing more strength and 
the outlook was becoming more encour- 
aging 
to the wage workers. 
The 


speaker 
thought 
tho 
discussion 


between 
capital 
and labor a good 


sign. 
l"£ moant progress. Protection 


and free trade have nothing to do with 
the condition of labor. 
High tariff 


was a good thing for the manufacturer, 
and the deplorable condition of the 
poor in the highly protected districts 
was referred to as showing that a high 
tariff made tho rich richer and the 
poor poorer. 


Tho old -line systems of labor have 


been superoeded by tho new. 
Small 


manufacturers and business men all 
over the country were in sore straits. 
They are constantly crowding into the 
ranks of the regular wage workers. 
The wealth of the country is being con- 
centrated and tho big manufacturers 
are ruling everything. Tho small man- 
ufacturer's boycott of the big was not 
sanctioned by the labor element, who 
wore compelled to buy where they could 
buy tho cheapest. 


The speaker referred to the middle 


class people as tho »nos standing be- 
tween tho large and small manufac- 
turing and business concerns. It was 
only a question of time, when they 
would bo crashed. Tho speaker be- 
lieved that tho next panic coming with- 
in ton years would open the peoples' 
oyej. 
It would show that labor must 


organize to moot tho combinations of 
capital now organizing, as in the stool, 
leather, sugar, oil and beef combines. 
Labor organizations would be more 
powerful than those of capital becaxiso 
labor produces capital. Tho speaker 
thought man's inborn selfishness would 
yet be an important factor in the solu- 
tion of tho labor question. 


Tho Boot and Shoo Workers' Union 


of tho United States was organized 
just one year ago. Today thoro are 
HO local unions in tho country with a 
membership of from 15,000 to 20,000, 


This was thought to bo a good show- 


ing in view of tho fact that tho past 
year has not been an unusually pros- 
perous ono for tho boot and shoe trade. 
The Boot and Shoo. Workers' Union 
had a definite and well defined policy. 
All the objectionable features in other 


- old time organizations hud boon elim- 


inated. 
Independent local unions had 


been abolished and no union is allowed 
to act on important matters without 
previous consultation with the execu- 
tive committee of the national organi- 
zation. Tho union is not a striking 
machine. No strikes are allowed if 
they can possibly [bo avoided. 
The 


speaker looked upon strikes ns most ex- 
pensive luxuries. While tho object of 
tho union was not to seok to advance 
wages, it would pay particular at- 
tention to tho low wage districts. 
The 


object was M make all wnges uniform. 
Tho speaker believed that tho majority 
of the manufacturers wore doing the 
best they could afford with their em- 
ployes. 
Competition in the shoo trade 


was never so strong and shoes were 
never sold on such a narrow margin as 
today. Thorp was also strong competi- 
tion among the factory employes. Shoe 
makers were being turned out more 
rapidly than in former years. Tho 
farmer's boy could go into a factory 
and in a few mouths become as expert 
as the old apprentice. ' 


Tho Shoe Workers' organization has 


been mooting with little or no opposi- 
tion from the manufacturers. 
They 


recognize the union as a good thing. 
Nothing unreasonable hud yet been 
asked for from tho manufacturers by 
tho union. Tho speaker thought there 
was a better time coming. All business 
men wore urged to aid the labor organ- 
izations, for, tho speaker argued, labor 
will'contimio to prosper in spito of all 
opposition. 


Tho speaker urged tho importance of 


everybody buying only shoes -that had 
the union stamp ou. That stomp was 
a guarantee that all tho conditions wore 
favorable under which tho shoes wore 
manufactured. 
People 
should buy 


nothing without it had tho union stamp 
ou. 
If your dealer did not have such 


goods, go to somo other who did. 


Mr. Tobin did not think politics 


would disrupt labor if mixed with it. 
All economic 
movements must be 


backed by the ballot in the hands of 
intelligent voters. 
Such wore the 


conditions under which all 
reforms 


were brought about in all countries. 
Tho labor element should not be so 
changeable. Thoro should bo a party 
of labor which would elect wage work- 
men to legislate and pass laws in tho 
interests of labor. Tho speaker urged 
tho people to take an interest in their 
organizations and grapple with tho 
labor question seriously and with full 
understanding of its true, importance.
